DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

Figure 1 and the element 6 of Figure 12 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior 
Art-- because only that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings 
in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement 
Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the 
drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified 
and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 7-9 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by US 
Patent no. 2,775,324 to Tate 

With respect to claims 1, 7-9 and 12, Tate discloses an integral elongate batten body, the 
batten body having a cross-section defined by a pair of spaced channel forming segments, each 
channel forming segment including a curvilinear length (at 22) and a channel flange, a bottom 
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segment (bottom portion of 22), and vertical linear segment intermediate each channel forming 
segment and the bottom end segment, each channel flange 20 projecting in a vertical direction. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 5 and 6 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

Claims 2-4, 10, 1 1, 13 and 14 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 7-9 and 12 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
